After 1924 it will further indicate that she has 
passed a State Examination after not less than 
three years’ training in a hospital, and will thus 
come to be recognised as a very honourable dis- 
tinction. The Act provides that any unauthorised 
person using the uniform or badge will be liable 
on summary conviction to a fine. 


DR. ADDISON ON HEALTH SERVICES. 

‘* Dr. Appison said nothing and said it fairly 
well’’ is a specimen of the criticism of the 
address which the Minister of Health delivered 
before the delegates to the Central Poor Law 
Conference, held at the Guildhall last week.

son said that it was a magnificent tribute to the 
improved organisation of maternity and child 
welfare work and the spread of good knowledge 
among women that there had been such a re- 
markable decline in infant mortality during the 
past few years. The figures could not be equalled 
by any other country in the world, his 
ignorant critics said that no credit could be taken 
by the Ministry of Health. Nevertheless those 
happy results happened under a common direc- 
tion for a given purpose. It was quite obvious 
that in some services it was necessary to have a 
They could not be carried out in terms 
of parishes or unions.

MEDICAL NOTES 
CONSUMPTION TREATMENT. 
RK. ADDISON, speaking at Exeter on 
Iebruary 18th, made the following state- 

ment:—Reference has been made in the 
papers to-day to the alleged discovery of a 
serum which is said to be a cure for tuber- 
culosis, and it is reported that ‘he Ministry 
of Health has sent a special medical officer to 
Geneva to investigate this cure. This is not the 
case. Much further investigation will be neces- 
sary, and when a scientific report on the method 
of treatment has been presented to the French 
Academy of Science and supplies of the serum are 
available I shall gladly Zacilitate and co operate in 
an exhaustive examination of its efficacy under the 
supervision of experts. It is, therefore, of import- 
ance for all to know that no supply of serum for 
investigation is at present available in this coun 
try. It is not expected to be available for some 
months to come according to our present informa 
tion.

fhe women and children sat in the waiting-room, gener 
ally making a great deal of noise, and occasionally fight- 
ing, till their turn came to and me. The men 
stood outside my consulting-room window (which opened 
down to the ground), so that I could see that they were 
not flirting with the women. No doubt you will say, 
“But why treat men?” There was no dispensary for them 
within a radius of eleven miles, and so they often came to 
me, mostly for minor surgery. They said it was so much 
quicker coming to me to have teeth extracted than to go 
to the barber, the only other dentist the village possessed, 
because I took them out they had time to turn 
round. It was a real joy to be able to relieve great 
suffering among them. 1 remember one man coming with 
a very swollen arm, caused by a bad abscess. I made 
several incisions, so that it drained freely, and the next 
morning the man returned to relate that he had never 
been conscious from the moment he got home till the next 
morning. This was not the result of shock, but owing to 
not having slept for some nights previously; he slept on 
and on when the pain was once relieved. Difficulties arise 
when a man comes to have an lanced without 
bringing any male relative to hold him securely. It is not 
suitable to ask one of my nurses to do so. I re- 
member one of our village elders coming alone to have a 
bad abscess opened in the middle of his back. At the 
critical moment he jumped off the table and hopped round 
the dressing-room and I after him till the incision was 
made.

Women sometimes come to me with a head wound that 
they have contracted in a village fight, but, more often 
than not, they say just look at it and see how bad it is, 
but don’t dress it, as they want to go to the police station 
some miles away and show the police how bad the wound 
is, and if I dressed it and it healed slightly en route, then 
full compensation would be lost!

the use of sugar, I well remember one evening 
when a little girl aged four arrived long after dispensary 
hours were over. She had sustained a nasty cut on her 
leg in a fall from her donkey. After getting everything 
ready, 1 looked down the road to see if I could see a 
sensible woman who would not faint at the sight of a cut. 
Happily, I saw the very one I wanted shopping a little 
way off, so I called her, and she came and fed the child 
with sugar while I sewed the cut up. The child was 
wonderfully plucky, and hardly cried at all, and used to 
remind her mother every morning that it was time to go 
for her dressing*by saying, “Mother, please take me to the 
Miss Sahiba who gives me sugar.” 

All the children in the village who have been very ill 
and whom I have visited constantly are known as my sons 
and daughters, so you can see that my family, in the 
course of six and a half years, has reached a goodly 
number. -In connection with the sick visiting, I was once 
confronted with the accusation that I did not always speak 
the truth, in that I had said that two very serious 
would not recover, and they had lived! 

My dispensary generally occupies me from 10 a.m. to 
3 p.m. in the winter, and from 7 a.m. to 11.30 a.m. in 
the summer. They are very full and strenuous hours, and 
one much needs prayers, so that one may be strengthened, 
body, soul, and spirit, to meet the needs of each sufferer.

A BOOK FOR TO-DAY! 


A, BOOK for the day! Women have far had less 
opportunity than men for learning the right and wrong 
methods of conducting an official although the 
larger secondary schools have given a very good intro- 
ductory course in their clubs. Still, there 
many who have not had even this advantage, and they 
will greatly appreciate the chance of learning the rules 
from an expert, thus being prepared to hold their own 
when a quesiton ot procedure arises. Mr. Rigg believes 
that our own Parliamentary practice, as gradually evolved 
and now adopted throughout the Dominions, is well 
adapted to ordinary business meetings and is ‘‘in reality 
the quickest and most orderly method which civilisation 
has been able to devise.’’ He therefore out to 
describe in detail, and with a good deal of most necessary 
recapitulation, these methods in their simplest form so 
that they can be utilised by “local governing bodies, 
labour organisations, friendly societies, sports associations, 
and debating societies.” There is an excellent index to 
Standing Orders and Rules, and if the 77 pages of this 
little book were thoroughly mastered by all men as well 
as women there would be a great deal less irritation and 
friction in the meetings of organised bodies to-day.

But in the opinion of the Board the Midwives Acts confer 
no jurisdiction upon either the C.M.B. or the L.S.A. to 
investigate charges of malpractice, negligence or profes- 
sional misconduct preferred against a midwife when acting 
as a monthly nurse, unless her conduct constitutes a 
violation of Rule E.6 of the Board’s Rules. 

\ letter was read from the chairman of the Committee 
on the Causes and Prevention of Blindness, stating that 
the committee suggest that in the new Rules of the Board 
explicit reference should be made to instruction in eye 
work, particularly in connection with inflammatory con- 
ditions in the eyes of newborn infants. It was decided 
that the chairman of that committee be informed that 
the Board had already added the following words to the 
subjects of examination required of candidates :—‘‘Signs 
of the diseases which may develop during the first ten 
days, including ophthalmia.”

JOINT INSPECTION: L.C.C. DECISION 


N May llth, 1920, the L.C.C. decided, as an experi- 

ment for one year, to authorise the Lewisiam 
wu.vugh Council to exercise the powers of infant life 
protecuion visitors under Section 2 (Z) of the Chiidren Act, 
19uU8, and to delegate to the Borough Council the powers 
of the County Councils with regard to the inspection of 
lying-in homes. 

in October last, however, an intimation was received 
from the Maternity and Child Weliare Committee of the 
Sorough Council to the efiect that the County Council’s 
decision was unsatisfactory. It was pointed out that 
what was desired was the complete delegation of the 
County Council's powers, and aithough the proposed 
arrangement represe nted the greatest amount ol delegation 
which the County Council was empowered to grant, the 
Maternity and Child Weliare Committee stated that it wa 
not such as they could recommend the Borough Council 
to accept. 

It wil be recalled that the Midwives Act of 1918 debars 
the County Council from delegating its powers of inspec 
tion of lying-in homes in where the registered 
person is a midwife. ‘Lhe proposal to Lewisham was that 
in such cases there should be joint inspection by the 
Council and Borough officials both in order to satisly the 
requirements of the Statute, and in order that the Borough 
Council might be fully cognisant of the whole of the work 
for which it would be responsible by reason of the pro- 
posed delegation of the L.U.C.’s powers. 

In June of last year the Greenwich Borough Council 
passed a resolution to the effect that the County Council 
should be urged, to authorise the Borough Council to 
exercise the powers of infant life protection visitors and 
to delegate to the Borough Council its powers in respect 
of the inspection of lying-in homes. The resolution was 
passed after the offer to Lewisham had been disclosed, 
and asks, in effect, for delegation on the basis decided 
upon in the case of Lewisham. The Public Health Com 
mittee of the County Council expressed the opinion that 
the Borough’s request should be acceded to. 

The General Purposes Committee, however, reporting 
to the County Council last week, states that it is advised 
that it cannot recommend the Council to continue to deal 
with specific experimental proposals, but must recommend 
it to deal with the general policy. If it is desired that 
the experiment proposed in the case of Lewisham should 
be tried elsewhere, the recommendation to the Council, 
says the Committee, must in form be an approval of the 
delegation, as an experiment, of powers to one metro- 
politan borough council. It would then rest with the 
Public Health Committee to take the necessary steps to 
give effect to the resolution. 

In the opinion of the General Purposes Committee it 
was undesirable that the Council should pass such a 
resolution, and it has therefore recommended that the 
Council be not prepared to -delegate to metropolitan 
borough councils its powers, under the L.C.C. (General 
Powers) Act, 1915, relative to the inspection of lying-in 
homes or to authorise officers of metropolitan borough 
councils to exercise the powers of infant life protection 
visitors under part 1 of the Children’s Act, 1908. 

On June 19th last. we said that it was difficult to see, 
in the case of joint inspection, where the work of either 
inspector began or andek and that dual inspection was to 
be regretted, since it meant multiplication of inspectors, 
doubtless more forms to fill up, and perhaps vexatious 
interference. We feared also that it might mean that 
midwives who had a district practice also would decide 
to discontinue the taking in of lying-in cases into their 
homes, and just at a time when accommodation of that 
kind was so much needed, any lessening of it would be 
greatly to be deplored. Needless to say, we hope the 
L.C.C. will adopt the recommendation of its Committee.
